The principal business that came up at 


the council meeting last night was the pav- 
ing of Prairie Avenue.- The asphalt men 
were knocked out of the box.

Scanian gave notice that he would move a 
reconsideration, but by the time of tbe next 
meeting the brick program will be too far 
along to permit any recall.

L. M. Lee was granted permission to sell 


liquors for medicinal purposes. 


ORDINANCES PASSED. 


Tne ordinance providing for the construc- 


tion of a sewer in the alley between North 
Union and North Church streets from King 
street to the Wabash railroad was passed. 
The total cost was estimated at -8545 38. 


An ordinance for the construction of an 


eight inch lateral sewer in the alley between 
East William and East Prairie streets from 
the Broadway street sewer to Jackson 
street was passed. The total cost was put 
at $425.00. 


The ordinance providing for the paving of 


the alley between North Main and North 
Water streets from North to Eldorado 
streets was passed unanimously. 


The ordinance relating to holding build- 


ing contractors and sewer and water main 
tappers within bounds was read the second 
time. Cope didn't appreciate tho ordinance 
as he thought it was segere on builders. 
The mayor had objection to the ordinance 
because it required the excavations to be 
filled with gravel. Scanian thought the 
gravel should be used only on paved streets.

In Clever Style. 


A familiar figure at athletic meets any- 


where near New York is a very dark young 
man with a ready smile, who hasajoko 


with every one on 
the field before the 
day is over. But 
before the day is 
over, too, this 
youn(#man,whose 
name is Thomas I. 
L. Lee (or Tom- 
my Lee, as every 
one calls him), 
usually proves 
himself no joking 
matter to the ath- 
letes he meets in 
competition. Lee's 
physical statistics 
are: Age, twenty; 
weight, 145 pounds; 
good nature, 250 
pounds; height, 5

ft. 10K in. He has 


been working hard In athletics about two 
years and has made quite a name lor him- 
self as an all round man. As a sprinter he 
haa frequently covered 100 yards in tbe fast 
time of 101-5 seconds, and on June 28,1890 
he defeated that famous sprinter Mortimer 
Remincton at the eastern championship of 
the A. A. U. The sama day he added to 
bis laurels by doing 230 yards ia 23 2-5 sec- 
onds, defeating such, cracks as Westing, 
Remington and Downs. 


Few sprinters can put the shot, bat Lee 


has a record of 33 ft. 8 in., made at the 
Park A. C., in June, 1800. As a high 
jumper he has cleared 5 ft. 6 in., and in the 
running broad jump his best performanco 
is 21 ft. 6}^ in. He is a member of the New 
York Athletic club and claims to be the 
originator of tho kneeling start used by 
some fast sprinters. Lee has made good 
use of this novel method of getting away 
when the pistol is fired, and has the repu- 
tation of being the quickest starter in the 
sprinting business, except John Owen, Jr. 
of Detroit.
